Ken Bonds scored both touchdowns on runs of 15 yards. 

E.C. WASHINGTON 20, CLARK 7 ... The inevitable 
happened as the Senators snapped GRC’s string at five 
games. After two quick Washington scores, Ken Bonds 
streaked 85 yards for the longest Pioneer touchdown run 
of the season. After playing E.C. to a standstill for two 
quarters, the Pioneers yielded another touchdown. Thus 
what was supposed to be a rout turned out to be a good 
ball game.

Inspired play in the Sectional tourney and a 
revenge victory over Clinton, Iowa, highlighted an 
otherwise "so-so” season for the Pioneer basketball 
team. The final record stood at nine wins and thir¬ 
teen losses. 

Early season victories over Whiting (63-56) 
and East Chicago Roosevelt (62-56) caused fans to 
expect a lot more mileage out of the squad than they 
delivered. 


The most gratifying win came against a Clin¬ 
ton, Iowa team that had beaten the Pioneers in 1952 
The revenge tally stood at 65 to 60. This game also 
was the high-water mark for Bob Wilson, GRC 
guard, as he poured 25 points into the hoop. 

Clark’s Holiday tournament showing was some¬ 
what short of sensational as they barely nipped city 
rival Hammond Tech 40 to 38 and were downed by 
a Morton team that was the surprise of the tourney. 

Thereafter GRC put up two courageous but 
losing games against conference leaders E. C. Wash¬ 
ington and Gary Froebel. 

Finally jelling into a precise unit at sectional 
time the Pioneers thrilled the crowd with a 84 to 79 
win over Crown Point. The total score of 163 set a 
state tournament record. 

After this, the Blue-and-White avenged an 
early season loss to Morton by winning 64 to 62 on 
Holton Easter’s last minute tip-in. This game also 
saw Dick Daugherty set a new GRC season scoring 
record. His final total stood at 336 points which was 
far in excess of the previous mark. 

Losing to the red-hot Wildcats of Hammond 
High in the championship game, the Pioneers ended 
the season on a sour note. However, if the old spirit 
and ability hadn’t succeeded in this final game, it cer¬ 
tainly left a fine impression on the general public.
